man y could be mad e from the kn owm sup­ 
ply of materials, an d so on . 
Loiter in the British foreign office, after 
sufferin g ft n er\’ous breakd own in Cairo 
(small won d erl) he had at han d all the d r- 
lailf of Britlsn -American co-operation , the 
comin g North Atlan tic treaty, an d Gen eral 
Eisen hower’s plan .s for Europe, an d even 
how much the Un ited States would probably 
help if the Iran d ispute came to a show­ 
d own .

Of two major problems confronting Italy, 
It was th« incx orabl« pressure of economic 
questions that caused the collapse of Pre­ 
mier de Gaaperi’s cabinet The other—the 
continuing activity of western Europe’s 
largest commun ist party , ev er ready to ex ­ 
ploit trouble—was 
held 
in 
pretty good 
check. Recent election s ev en indicated a 
trend against the party. But unless de Gat- 
peri or a capable successor can form a 
atrong new gov cmmentt Italy will rcccdt 
from its poaition of a strong link in the 
coalition fadog the Russian menace to a 
weak one. 
The United States, faced with much the 
lame aconomic probkm, diould nota that it 
was 
inflation, 
not 
communism, 
which 
wrecked the De Gaspert cabinet. Resigna­ 
tion of a treasury official in a dispute ov er 
Inflation ccmtrols set up a dialn reaction 
which brought down tha whoie gov ernment 
Now tha Italian communists art in poaition 


to gain from the rMUlUn g crisis. It semis 
clear, too, that an y suecesaor govern men t 
which d oes n ot solve the in flation problem 
will on ly make the coun try that much more 
easy a prey to commun ism. 
The test of stren gth in Italy man ifestly 
lies in the ability or failure of a n on -com­ 
mun ist regime to choke off in flation before 
it d estroys the coun try. In a cabin et form 
of govern men t such as is common in Europe, 
regimes can be ovmrtumed an d replaced in 
rapid succession In an effort to fin d the 
right combin ation to meet the problem. In 
the Un ited States, with its slower con stitu­ 
tion al proced ures for chan ge an d ad just­ 
men t, the question will remain in balan ce 
lon ger. In both, it is clear that each d ay’s 
d elay In d ealin g firmly with the peril of in ­ 
flation brin gs chaos closer.

The purpose of the presen t report Is to 
fin ish summin g up the impression s gath- 
m ttd d urin g a lon g ^ r n e y in Europe an d 
the Mid d le East, which were un happy. 
On balan ce, d i^ ite the prospect of peace 
In Korea, the world situation 
has grown d ecid ed ly worse in 
the last twelve mmiths. By re­ 
spon d in g to the Korean chal­ 
len ge, we escaped a 
d isaster 
worsa than ten 
Mun ichs.

Her n ote of 
protest, d ated Jun e 10 last, raised the issue 
of armamen t. 
But the American 
govern men t fortu­ 
n ately hat taken a firm stan d behin d the 
propoaa! to allow Japan to rearm. Alread y 
man y observers see this as a coun tervailin g 
move—on e that can in time offer a check- 
male to the rise of both commun ist Chin a 
an d Russia’s armamen t in the Far East.

Also, econ omic su[)port has to be given the 
Japan e.se people so that they can sustain 
an armamen t program on the scale n eed ed 
to stabilize the Far Eastern situation . On 
paper, it’s a good plan . Whether it ever will 
be carried out d epen d s on man y factors 
n ot clear as yet, amon g them fin an cial aid 
for Japan an d commun ist coun ter-tactics.
